MR. KLAUS KOLB, EXECUTIVE VICE PRESIEDNT-BRUCKNER MACHINERY: 

WE ARE PRESENTLY EXPORTING 85 PERCENT OF OUR PRODUCTION. 

OUR COMPANY IS ALLOCATING EXTENSIVE FUNDS AND PERSONNEL 
FOR EXPORT PROMOTIONS. THE COMPANY IS PRESENTLY SHIPPING AND 
HAS CONTRACTS WITH USSR. YUGOSLAVIA, POLAND. INCREASED EFFORTS 
OF THE DEPT OF COMMERCE FOR EXPORT PROMOTION SEEM TO BE BERY 
NECESSARY TO PROTECT JOBS IN USA DURING UNCERTAIN TIMES. 

MR. FRANK RIVERS, VICE PRESIDENT - CAROTEX INTERNATIONAL: 

THE SEMINAR WAS WELL ATTENDED BY EASTERN COUNTRIES REPRESEN- 
TATIVES AND IN MY OPINION THE RESPONSE ENTIRELY JUSTIFIED THE 
EXPENSE. THIS SYSTEM OF PROMOTION IS THE FASTEST AND LEAST 
EXPENSIVE WAY TO INTRODUCE NEW PRODUCTS AND CULTIVATE NEW 
MARKETS. THE ORGANIZATION AND PRESENTATION OF THE SEMINAR BY 
THE EAST- WEST TRADE CENTER WAS EXTREMELY SUCCESSFUL. MY 
ONLY REGRET IS THAT I DID NOT KNOW OF THEIR EXISTENCE UNTIL

WITH THE POSSIBLITIES OF USING THEIR GERMAN BASE. A MORE 
INTENSE PROGRAM TO GET MORE INTERESTED PEOPLE WITH THE 
PERSONAL ATTENTION GIVEN TO OUR FIRM AND ITS REPRESENTATIVES 
BY ALL EAV TRADE CENETR PERSONNEL. THANK YOU ALL. 

MR. KEN FISH, VICE PRESIDENT-MARSHALL & WILLIAMS: 
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THE US DEPT OF COMMERCE HELP IS VERY MUCH APPRECIATED. THE 
US MACHINERY MANUFACTURER SPENDS UNTOLD DOLLARS TO EXPAND 
INTO A FOREIGN MARKET. WITHOUT THE HELP OF THE DEPT IT COULD 
COST MUCH MORE. WHETHER IT REQUIRES ADDITIONAL PERSONNEL OR 
ADDITIONAL FUNDS REMAINS A MYSTERY, BUT CERTAINLY IT SHOULD 
HAVE BEEN BETTER ATTENDED AND RECEIVED BETTER PUBLICITY. 

THIS FOLLOWING MAY SOUND LIKE SOUR GRAPES BU WE QUESTION 
A GERMAN BASED FIRM ATTENDING THIS SHOW AT THE EXPENSE OF 
THE AMERICAN TAX DOLLAR. 

11. COMMENT. 

THIS ECHIBIT WAS PARTICULARLY SIGNIFICANT BECAUSE DELEGATION 
OF 1 1 HUNGARIAN OFFICIALS REPRESENTING ALL BRANCHES OF 
HANGARIAN TEXTILE INDUSTRY TOOK ACTIVE PART IN SEMINARS. 
MEMBERS OF DELEGATION INDICATED HUNGARY PLANS TO PURCHASE 
TURN-KEY TEXTILE PLANT WITHIN YEAR. DELEGATION WAS ESPECIALLY 
INTERESTED IN EQUIPMENT OF BRUCKNER CO. A GROUP OF CZECHS 
ALSO ATTENDED. WE BELIEVE VISITS OF GROUPS FROM EE REFLECTS 
LONGER LEAD TIME AVAILABLE FOR EWTC AND EE POSTS TRADE 
PROMOTION OF THIS EVENT. 

ALSO WORTH NOTING IS FACT THAT SEVERAL EXHIBITORS COMPLAINED 
THAT BRUCKNER & CO SHOULD NOT HAVE BEEN IN EXHIBIT BECAUSE 
THEY REGARD IT AS GERMAN FIRM EVEN THOUGH IT HAS ONE FACTORY 
IN SPARTANBURG, SOUTH CAROLINA. COMPETITORS SAID 
BRUCKNER MACHINERY DOLD IN EUROPE COMES FROM ITS 
STUTTGART PLANT. BRUCKNER EXECUTIVE VICE PRESIDENT 
DOLD SAID BRUCKNER EQUIPMENT SOLD IN EUROPE IS 
ASSEMBLED IN STUTTGART FROM COMPONENTS MADE IN US 
AND FRG. BUCHANAN 
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
